Jews* Wailing Place” by non-Jews; 
and they are used as the most sacred 
shrine of far-scattered Jewry. 
Tourists visit them as 
a “sight”, 
and gaze 
curiously 
and 
uncompre- 
hendinglv upon 
the 
ever-increasing 
throngs of Jews, of all ages and con­ 
ditions, and from every corner of the 
earth, who pray and weep alongside 
of this vestige of the nation’s depart­ 
ed glory. 
Thus is 
the 
shadow 
of 
Solomon s temple-building 
projected 
into this remote present. 
So it is with a church. Everybody’s 
recollections of religion remain for­ 
ever 
associated 
with 
the 
church 
wherein he first worshipped. 
Fam il­ 
iarity with all the great cathedrals of 
earth cannot efface these 
memories. 
Neither architects nor church officials 
always reckon with these first 
im­ 
pressions of childhood. 
Beauty and 
dignity and reverence, such as m ark­ 
ed Solomon’s temple, belong in every 
house of God and in every service of 
worship. 
As Solomon imported cost­ 
ly cedars and cypresses, and overlaid 
these with gold, and all the cunning 
craftsmanship of master workmen, so 


the church should have the 
best of 
art and music and construction. For 
the building of a church is in itself an 
act of worship. 
Many great ideas are 
bound 
up 
with a church. 
As in the 
case 
of 
Solomon’s gorgeous temple, it first of 
all expressed the thought of the con­ 
tinuity of religion. 
The temple was 
linked with the tabernacle. 
It 
em­ 
bodied all of God’s dealings with Is­ 
rael. 
To the worshipping people 
it 
spoke of the God of their fathers, and 
ot all of His continuing proivdences. 
Enshrined in the Holy of Holies was 
the Ark, removed from Mount Zion, 
the Jebusite City of David, directly 
south of the temple 
area. 
Morning, 
noon and night, the temple cried, 
to 
every thoughtful Jew, “ Remember!” 
A fter seven toilsome, costly, pain­ 
staking years, the amrvelous temple 
was completed in every part. 
At its 
formal dedication, Solomon 
himself 
made the priestly prayer which 
is 
one of the classics of religious litera 
ture. 
It is good for everybody’s de­ 
votional style of thought to read oc- 
■asionally this exalted utterance. 
Its 
perusal puts dignity and spaciousness 
and reverence into th e prayers 
and 
sermons of a preat her. 
For Solomon, despite 
his engross­ 
ment in the building of this resplend 
■nt structure, had n<> illusions about 
relative values. 
He knew that 
the 
God of the temple is greater than the 
temple of God. 
“The heaven of heav- 
•ns cannot contain thee”, he cried in 
bis prayer. 
An awesome sense of the 
majesty of Jehovah surcharged Solo­ 
mon’s soul in rt»is ecstatic hour. 
Running like a thread of gold thru 
he prayer of Solomon is the plea for 
orgiveness. 
As 
passionately 
the 
heights of his career as he knelt 
in 
prayer at the dedication of the tem- 
de—the King returned repeatedly to 
their need for forgiveness.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Monday of this wetk commemorates 
the eighty-fourth anniversary of the 
death of Lewis Fields Linn, Missouri’s 
“model Senator and pioneer physician, 
who died in Ste. Genevieve on 
Octo­ 
ber 3, 184.1. 
“ le w men”, saps 
his 
biographer, 
“were more thoroughly identified with 
the Great West 
than Dr. Linn, and 
no one took livelier interest in 
all 
that concerned the great Valley 
of 
the Mississippi and its people, or la­ 
bored with greater zeal to develop its 
resources, open and improve its high­ 
ways bl land and w ater . . . and to 
facilitate its commercial 
intercourse 
with other parts of the country”, than 
did Lewis F. Linn. 
Linn was born near Louisville, Ky.. 
on November 5, 1795, the son of Asael 


and Ann (H unter) Linn. 
A fter com­ 
pleting his academic education he took 
up the study of medicine under 
Dr. 
Gualt of Louisville. 
In 1809 he came 
to Missouri to visit his 
sister, Mrs. 
McArthur, and his half-brother, Gen. 
Henry Dodge, both of whom had mov­ 
ed from Kentucky to Ste. Genevieve, 
Missouri. 
During Dr. Linn's 
stay 
in 
Ste. 
Genevieve the war of 1812 broke out 
and he was accordingly appointed sur­ 
geon of the troops 
commanded 
by 
Gen. Dodge. At the close of the cam ­ 
paign he returned to Louisville, con­ 
tinued the study of medicine for 
a 
time, and later entered 
the 
medical 
college at Philadelphia. 
Upon 
his 
graduation in 1816 Dr. Linn return ­ 
ed to Ste. Genevieve, where he 
be­ 
gan his busy life as a physician in the 
town and county 
of Ste. Genevieve, 
and indeed, in most of the surround­ 
ing country. 
Men skilled in medicine 
and surgery were rare in the pioneer 
communities of that early day 
and 
the lot of a practicing physician was 
one of almost 
ceaseless 
labor 
and 
hardship. 
Dr. Linn’s duties 
as 
a physician 
eventually began to tell on his health 
and in 1833, he accepted an appoint­ 
ment as one 
of 
the 
commissioners 
designated by President Jackson 
to 
settle the old French land claims at 
St. Louis. 
He moved with his family 
to St. Louis in that year. 
He was 
destined, however, to do little work 
as a commissioner for many months, 
for an epidemic of 
Asiatic 
cholera 
swept the city in June of 1833 and 
by September 
had 
spread 
through 
Southern Missouri. Dr. Lino, with un­ 
tiring zeal, devoted all his time 
to 
victmis of the pestilence and in Sep­ 
tember, when appealed to by his old 
friends at Ste. 
Genevieve, 
he 
re­ 
turned there to minister to the peo­ 
ple of the stricken 
community. 
He 
was himself stricken with the disease, 
but finally recovered. 
It is not alone upon his skill 
and 
devotion 
as 
a 
physician 
that Dr. 
Linn’s fame need rest. 
As a states­ 
man his career was equally 
honor 
able. 
His political life had begun in 
1830 when he was 
elected 
to 
the 
State Senate on the Democratic tick­ 
et. 
In 1833, Gov. Dunklin appointed 
him to succeed Alexander Buckner in 
the United States Senate. 
During his 
term of ten years in the Senate, Linn 
served the State with distinction. He 
was the author of the bill providing 
for the annexation by Missouri 
of 
the Platte 
Purchase, 
and 
Senator 
Benton, who introduced the bill 
in 
Congress, frequently said that but for 
Dr. Linn’s able advocacy the measure 
would never have become a law. 
The 
acquisition 
by 
the 
United 
of the Oregon Territoy was another 
measure brought about almost 
en­ 
tirely by the efforts of Senator Linn. 
“This monumental piece 
of 
states­ 
manship”, says Mr. Shomeaker in his 
biography of 
Linn, 
“ in 
its results 
gave to the United States the 
vast j 
Oregon Country, which today forms 
the 
States 
of 
Idaho, 
Oregon 
and 
W ashincton. 
No w on d er thnt SU>na. 


tor Linn was hailed as the “ Father of 
Oregon”. 
When Dr. Linn’s term of office in 
the Senate wfas cut 
short 
by 
his 
death in 1843, he was perhaps 
more 
sincerely mourned by his colleagues 
—of whatever political 
faith—than 
any Senator who had ever served 
in 
that body. 
Benton said of him, that 
“ He was born to fill the largest and 
most varied circle of human 
excel­ 
lence; and to crown all these advan­ 
tages, nature had given 
him 
what 
the great Lord Bacon calls a perpetu­ 
al letter of recommendation—a coun­ 
tenance not only good, but sweet and 
winning—radiant with the virtues of 
his soul” . 
In recognition of 
Senator 
Linn’s ! 
life of public service, the State L eg -: 
islature erceted a monument to mark I 
his grave at Ste. Genevieve, in 1837 : 
during Dr. Linn’s life, Linn 
CountyJ 
Mo., was named in his honor at 
the 
time of its organization. 
The states 
of Iowa, Kansas and Oregon 
have 
each a county named in honor of the 
Missouri Senator who rendered them 
such valuable service while they were 
still hut a part of that vast unpro­ 
tected western country 
outside 
the| 
sisterhood of States.

| snake’s main vlaue lies, then, in its 
destruction of rodents, moles, 
snails 
and insect pests. 
The banded rattle 
snake, bull-snake and fox-snake us 
ually take only warm-blooded

such as rats, mice, ground squirrels 
pocket gophers, young rabbits, birds 
and their eggs. 
The writer has found 
five deer mice in dissecting a

snake, four rats in a southern snake 
closely related to the pilot snake; and 
three striped ground squirrels in 
bull-snake, but never a bird in any 
of them so far. 
In the aggregate the

“The massasauga, the

and the blue-racer are less restricted 
in the diet, subsisting on frogs, liz­ 
ards, snakes and small mammals. At 
times the racers feed largely on in­ 
sects. The author has identified black 
crickets and grasshoppers 
in 
the 
stomachs of several. 
A blue racer, 
captured with the tail of a mouse still 
sticking out of its mouth, would eat 
only gartersnakes while in captivity. 
The 
common 
water-snake 
eats 
large numbers of frogs and fish, 
its 
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earthworms, those valuable looseners 
of the soil; of toads, which destroy 
many noxious insects; of fish and es­ 
pecially of birds and their eggs and 
young, both in the trees, by such tree- 
climbers as the pilot black-snake and 
bull-snake, and on the ground by the 
fox-snake, and 
banded 
rattlesnake, 
and others which climb but seldom or 
not at all, about sum up

“The eradication of mice and rats 
around farm buildings by snakes is 
very important, as is also their war­ 
fare 
against 
field mice,

tures in their underground burrows 
to their very nests, and to destroy en­ 
tire broods of young.

LEAN PEARL DIGGING YEAR 


Poplar 
Bluff, 
October 
3.—Pearl 
fishermen have their own troubles. In 
fact, this has been a year of continu­ 
ous troubles, floods and 
rains, 
for 
those who loiter along river 
banks, 
digging and opening mussel sheila— 
always with that fond expectation of 
discovering a fortune. 
Black River 
ia one 
of 
the 
best 
streams in America for pearl fishing, 
says Will Doitter, who has traveled 
extensively and has “dug pearls" for 
a quarter of a century. 
He is still | 
seeking his fortune and expects, yes,j 
actually expects to find it, some time. 
The summer months provide 
the 
best time for digging mussel shells. 
Streams are at a low 
level 
in 
the 
summer time and 
are 
clear. 
That 
gives the fisherman 
an 
opportunity 
to “dig" his shells even 
from 
the 
deepest places, where more often the 
valuable pearls are found. 
Only a few weeks this year has the 
weather been favorable to pearl hunt­ 
ing on Black River. 
That river has 
been above normal virtually all 
this 
year. 
With the fall opening up, and 
heavy rains throughout this section of 
Missouri and North Arkansas, indi­ 
cations are pearl 
fishing 
will cease 
soon for the winter. 
While it is true that this has been 
na “off” year for the pearl fishermen, 
several have made valuable finds, ac­ 
cording to reports reaching this city. 
One man, fishing in Black River, near 
Newport, Ark., found a pearl which 
sold for $500. 
Another, 
south 
of 
Poplar Bluff, found two pearls valued 
at something like $50 each. It is not 
uncommon to find pearls which 
sell 
readily for $10 to $16, and few arc 
the pearl hunters who have 
not 
a 
fruit jar or bottle in which they keep 
“slugs” 
or 
practically 
worthless 
gems. 
Link Hayes, who lives on 
Black 
River four miles east of Corning, has 
hunted for pearls and the proverbial 
end of the rainbow many years. He 
is still hunting. 
Last year he found

Through special legislation, it 
is said, is the only way the State can 
make specific provisions fur

tricts.

city of Jews, 
-hown to tourists. 
A few layers of Solomon’s original 
emplc foundation still stand, to thrill 
the im aginative visitor 
who 
muses 
upon the scenes they have 
survived. 
The ancient stones 
are 
called "The 
W estern W all" by the Jew s; and "The 
lew s’ W ailing Place” by non-Jews; 
and they are used as the most sacred 
*hrine of far-scattered Jew ry. 
Tourists visit them as 
a " s ig h t”, 
ami gaze 
curiously 
and 
uncom pre- 
hendingly upon 
the 
ever-increasing 
throngs of Jews, of all ages and con­ 
ditions, and from every corner of the 
earth, who pray and weep alongside 
of this vestige of the nation’s d e p a rt­ 
ed glory. 
Thus is 
the 
shadow 
of 
Solomon’s tem ple-building 
projected 
into this remote present. 
So it is with a church. Everybody’s 
recollections of religion rem ain for­ 
ever 
associated 
with 
the 
church 
wherein he tirst worshipped. 
F am il­ 
iarity with all the great cathedrals of 
earth cannot efface these 
memories. 
Neither architects nor church officials 
always reckon with these first 
im ­ 
pressions of childhood. 
B eauty and 
dignity and reverence, such as m ark ­ 
ed Solomon’s temple, belong in every 
house of God and in every service of 
worship. 
As Solomon im ported cost­ 
ly cedars and cypresses, and overlaid 
these with gold, and all the cunning 
craftsm anship of m aste r workm en, so 


the church should have the 
best of 
art and music and construction. For 
the building of a church is in itself an 
net of worship. 
Many g re a t idea* are 
bound 
up 
with a church. 
As in the 
case 
of 
Solomon’s gorgeous temple, it first of 
all expressed the thought of the con­ 
tinuity of religion. 
The tem ple was 
linked with the tabernacle. 
It 
em- 
bmlied all of God's dealings with Is­ 
rael. 
To the worshipping people 
it 
spoke of the God of their fathers, and 
of all of His continuing proivdenees. 
Enshrined in the Holy of Holies was 
the Ark, removed from Mount Zion, 
the Jebusite City of David, directly 
south of the tem ple 
area. 
Morning, 
noon and night, the temple cried, 
to 
every th o u g h tfu l Jew, “ R em em ber!” 
A fter seven toilsome, costly, pain- 
stnking years, the amrvelous tem ple 
was completed in every part. 
At its 
formal dedication. Solomon 
himself 
made the priestly prayer which 
is 
one of the classics of religious litera­ 
ture. 
It is good for everybody’s de­ 
votional style of tho ight to read oc­ 
casionally this exnltcd utterance. 
Its 
perusal puts dignity and spaciousness 
and reverence into the prayers 
and 
sermons of a preacher. 
For Solomon, despite 
his engross* 
nent in the building of this resplend­ 
ent structure, had no illusions about 
relative values. 
He knew that 
the 
God of the tem ple i* greater th an the 
temple of God. 
“The heaven of heav- 
•ns cannot contain thee”, he cried in 
his prayer. 
An aw* some sense of the 
m ajesty of Jehovah surcharged Solo­ 
mon’s soul in rtiis ecstatic hour. 
R unning like a thread of gold thru 
'he prayer of Solomon is the plea for 
forgiveness. 
A s 
passionately 
the 
heights of his career as he knelt 
in 
orayer at the dedication of the tem - 
Me— the K ing returned repeatedly to 
•heir need fo r forgiveness. 
Is 
not 
this the soul’s first and last req u ire­ 
ment of God? 
We sin so often that 
at its highest houi our 
spirit 
cries, 
“ F ather, fo rg iv e”. 
Every tru e temple is a house 
of 
prayer w herein human

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


and Ann (H unter) Linn. 
A fter com ­ 
pleting his academic education he took 
up the stifdy of medicine under 
Dr. 
Gualt of Louisville. 
In 1809 he came 
to Missouri to visit his 
sister, Mrs. 
McArthur, and his half-brother, Gen. 
Henry Dodge, both of whom had mov­ 
ed from Kentucky to Ste. Genevieve, 
Missouri. 
During Dr. Linn’s 
stay 
in 
Ste. 
Genevieve the war of 1812 broke out 
and he was accordingly appointed sur­ 
geon of the troops 
commanded 
by 
Gen. Dodge. 
At the close of the cam ­ 
paign he returned to Louisville, con­ 
tinued the study of medicine for 
a 
time, and later entered 
the 
medical 
college at Philadelphia. 
Upon 
his 
graduation in 1816 Dr. Linn return­ 
ed to Ste. Genevieve, where he 
be 
gan his busy life as a physician in the 
town ami county 
of Ste. Genevieve, 
aad indeed, in most of the surround 
ing country- 
Men skilled in medicine 
and surgery were rare in the pioneer 
com m unities of that early day 
and 
the lot of a practicing physician was 
one of alm ost 
ceaseless 
labor 
and 
hardship. 
Dr. Linn’s duties 
as 
a physician 
eventually began to tell on his health 
and in 1833, he accepted an appoint 
ment as one 
of 
the 
com m issioners 
designated by President Jackson 
to 
settle the old French land claim s at 
St. Louis. 
He moved with his fam ily 
to St. Louis in that year. 
He was 
destined, however, to do little work 
as a com m issioner for many months, 
for an epidem ic of 
Asiatic 
cholera 
swept the city in June of 1833 and 
by Septem ber 
had 
spread 
through 
Southern Missouri. Dr. Lino, with un 
tiring zeal, devoted all his tim e 
to 
vietm is of the pestilence and in Sep 
tember, when appealed to by his old 
friends at Ste. 
Genevieve, 
he 
re­ 
turned there to m inister to the peo­ 
ple of the stricken 
community. 
He 
was him self stricken with the disease 
hut finally recovered. 
It is not alone upon his skill 
and 
devotion 
as 
a 
physician 
that Dr 
Linn’s fam e need rest. 
As a states 
man his career was equally 
honor­ 
able. 
His political life had begun in 
1830 when he w*as 
elected 
to 
the 
State Senate on the Democratic tick ­ 
et. 
In 1833, Gov. Dunklin appointed 
him to succeed Alexander Buckner in 
the United States Senate. 
During his 
term of ten years in the Senate, Linn 
served the State with distinction. He 
was the author of the hill providing 
for the annexation by Missouri 
of 
the Platte 
Purchase, 
and 
Senator 
Benton, who introduced the hill 
in 
Congress, frequently said that but for 
Dr. Linn’s able advocacy the measure 
would never have become a law. 
The 
acquisition 
by 
the 
United 
of the Oregon Territoy was another 
measure brought about alm ost 
en­ 
tirely by the efforts of Senator Linn. 
"This monumental piece 
of 
states- 
. . and t o ; manship’’, says Mr. Shomeaker in his 
intercourse biography of 
Linn, 
"in 
its results 
vast 
Oregon Country, which today form s 
the 
States 
of 
Idaho, 
Oregon 
and 
W ashington. 
No wonder thnt Sena­ 


tor Linn was hailed as the “ Father of 
Oregon". 
When Dr. Linn’s term of office in 
the Senate was cut 
short 
by 
his 
death in 1843, he was perhaps 
more 
sincerely mourned by his colleagues 
—o f w hatever political 
faith— than 
any Senator who had ever served 
in 
that body. 
Benton said of him, that 
“ He was bom to fill the largest and 
most varied circle of human 
excel­ 
lence; and to crown all these advan­ 
tages, nature had given 
him 
what 
the great Lord Bacon calls a perpetu­ 
al letter of recommendation— a coun­ 
tenance not only good, hut sw eet and 
winning— radiant with the virtues of 
his soul” . 
In recognition of 
Senator 
Linn’s 
life of public service, the State l e g ­ 
islature erceted a monument to mark 
his grave at Ste. Genevieve, in 1837 
daring Dr. Linn’s life, Linn 
County, 
Mo., was named in his honor at 
the 
time of its organization. 
The states 
of Iowa, Kansaa and Oregon 
have 
each a county named in honor of the 
Missouri Senator who rendered them 
such valuable service while they were 
still hut a part of that vast unpro­ 
tected western country 
outside 
the 
sisterhood of States.

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SNAKES OF MISSOURI 


There is hut one snake in Missouri 
whose bite is poisonous. 
It is 
the 
rattlesnake. The bites of copperheads, 
puff adders, water moccasins, 
and 
others to be found in Missouri are no 
more dangerous than the bite of any 
other animal, the only danger being 
from infection. 
According to a bulletin just issued 
there are few snakes that should be 
killed, and the snakes of Missouri are 
worth thousands of dollars 
in 
the 
harmful rodents destroyed. 
“Snakes take only animal food, and 
prefer to kill their own meat. 
Al­ 
though cases are known 
in 
which 
snakes of a few species have eaten 
animals which they have found dead, 
ordinarily only living or freshly-kill­ 
ed food is accepted. 
As they never 
eat vegetable food they cannot 
in­ 
jure growing crops. 


“ Snakes found in Missouri take on­ 
ly small animals for food. A snake’s 
teeth are jointed and needle-like for 
catching and 
holding its prey, 
and 
cannot cut or grind feed. 
It cannot 
therefore bite out a mouthful; and as 
t has no claws to assist in tearing 
its food apart, it must always swal­ 
low whole animals 
upon 
which 
it 
feeds. This limits the snake’s food to 
tnimals of a size which can be passed 
hrough its throat. 
In the largest of 
Missouri -makes, the bullsnakes, there 
have been found fullgrown 
pocket 
gophers and half-grown rabbits. 
“ For the most part, the 
small ani­ 
mals on the farm to 
which 
snakes 
imit their feeding are harmful; 
as 
gophers, 
cottontails. 
mice, 
rats, 
ground squirrels, snails and most in­ 
jects. 
The beneficial ones are earth­ 
worms, a few insects, toads and small 
birds and the young of game fishes. 
Some birds’ eggs are also eaten. The 


snake’s main viaue lies, then, in its 
destruction of rodents, moles, 
snails 
and insect pests. 
The handed rattle­ 
snake, bull-snake and fox-snake us­ 
ually take only warm-ldooded 
prey 
such as rats, mice, ground squirrels, 
pocket gophers, young rabbits, birds 
and their eggs. The writer has found 
five deer mice in dissecting a 
fox- 
snake, four rats in a southern snake 
closely related to the pilot snake; and 
three striped ground squirrels in 
a 
hull-snake, but never a bird in any 
of them so far. 
In the aggregate the 
bird destruction for this 
source 
is 
probably small, while that of rodcn 
pests must be very large where these 
snakes are abundant. 
“The massasauga, the 
milk-snake 
and the blue-racer are less restricted 
in the diet, subsisting on frogs, liz­ 
ards, snakes and small mammals. At 
times the racers feed largely on in­ 
sects. The author has identified black 
crickets ami grasshoppers 
in 
the 
stomachs of several. 
A blue racer, 
captured with the tail of a mouse still 
sticking out of its mouth, would eat 
only gartersnakes while in captivity. 
“The 
common 
water-snake 
eats 
large numbers of frogs and fish, 
its 
fondness for the latter making it con­ 
siderable of a pest in some places. Its 
food is more 
often 
minnows 
than 
game fishes, however. 
Blow-snakes 
eat frogs and toads, ami the western 
hognose found in Missouri will 
eat 
snakes as well. 
The smooth 
green- 
snake or grass-snake climbs about the 
hushes in search of insect food, ap­ 
parently preferring green 
caterpil­ 
lars. 
One that was brought to 
the 
writer had been feasting on 
black 
crickets; 
grasshoppers, 
grub 
and 
beetles are eaten by the 
little 
red- 
i bellied snake and 
I)e 
Kay’s snake. 
Young garter-snakes live 
entirely 
upon earthworms so far as our rec­ 
ords show; in fact these make up 
a 
large part of the diet of 
the 
plain 
garter throughout life. One specimen 
of this species from Colorado would 
eat frogs occasionally, and one was 
obserbed swallowing a toad. The red- 
barred gartersnakes eat frogs read­ 
ily, as well as earthworms, and the 
writer has found some that had eat­ 
en grasshoppers. 
“Some snakes feed every day, oth­ 
ers not so often. 
It depends upon di­ 
gestion, which is more rapid 
when 
the weather is warm; and also on how- 
big a meal the snake happens to find. 
Digeston appears to be more complete 
when food is scarce. 
On the whole, it 
seems 
probable 
that some of the species in Missouri 
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are of little or no importance to ag ­ 
riculture. 
The destruction of some 
earthworms, those valuable looseners 
of the soil; of toada, which destroy 
many noxious inaecta; of fish and es­ 
pecially of birda and their eggs and 
young, both in the trees, by such tree- 
climbers aa the pilot blark-snake and 
bull-snake, and on the ground by the 
fox-snake, and 
banded 
rattlesnake, 
and others which climb but seldom or 
not at all, about sum up 
the 
debit 
side of the account. 
“The eradication of mice and rats 
around farm buildings by snakes is 
very important, as is also their war­ 
fare 
against 
field mice, 
gophers, 
ground sqiurrels and moles, carried 
on in the open fileds. Snakes are well 
built to follow these destructive crea­ 
tures in their underground burrows 
to their very nests, ami to destroy en­ 
tire broods of young. 
For this 
the 
milk-snake and fox-snake around the 
nome, and, in addition, the bull-snake 
and blue-racer in the open, are of par­ 
ticular value. 
The latter i> regarded 
as of special use on golf courses for 
♦he extermination of moles which dis­ 
figure the greens. 
“If useful snakes, particularly the 
four species mentioned alxive, were 
¡Mowed to become sufficiently abun­ 
dant 
they 
might 
become of much 
greater economic value. Snakes have 
very little chance to benefit the man 
who insists on waging a relentless 
warfare on every reptile, large 
or 
small, that comes in sight. 
It is es­ 
timated by many farmers, that every 
adult fox-snake and 
hull-snake 
is 
worth at least from $10 to $15 on the 
farm. Several cases are known where 
farmers catch bull-anakes and hlack- 
-makes and put them into cribs, grain 
mows 
and 
squirrel-infested 
fields 
where they are very successful in de­ 
stroying the rats, mice, ground squir­ 
rels and gophers. 
“The dangerous proclivities of rat- 
tle-snakes make it desirable that war 
on them 
should 
continue. 
Indeed, 
they are already so rare that few peo­ 
ple are bitten by them, and fatal cas­ 
es are extremely few. 
Probably 
all 
other snakes of Missouri merit pro­ 
tection. except possibly in certain in­ 
stances where individuals 
devastate 
poultry yards or fish ponds. 
“The snake’s principal foes, aside 
from his arch-enemy, man, are other 
snakes, the red-tailed hawk (so-called 
‘big henhawk’), the skunks, and even 
the pigs. 
Occasionally dogs and cats 
learn to kill them. 
Indirectly, 
the 
general operations 
of 
agriculture— 
the peril of death from the mower, 
hinder, 
disc 
and plem. 
and 
from 
wheels of farm machinery in the field, 
ami of automobiles on the road prob­ 
ably diminish their numbers great­ 
ly; while the draining and cultivating 
of low lands and the burning off of 
stubble ami brush must prove fatal 
to vastly larger numbers. 
‘As most snakes produce but few- 
young, a dozen or two a year. Nature 
needs but little of man’s voluntary 
assistance to 
keep 
their 
numbers 
much reduced. 
Only the water snak­ 
es and the garters are prolific, these 
producing from 10 to 75 at a birth, 
once a year. 
In the case of the g a rt­ 
ers, it is said that the young become 
mature and ready to reproduce when 
a year old, although they are not, as 
yet, fully grown. 
“ About one-half of the 
Missouri 
species lay eggs. 
These 
eggs 
have 
tough, 
parchment-like 
shells. 
The 
others form the young in eggs with­ 
out shells but these eggs are retain­ 
ed in the body during 
developemnt. 
and the 
young 
are 
then produced 
alive. 
The 
finding 
of 
good-sized 
young snakes in the body of the p ar­ 
ent may have been partly responsible 
for a common belief that snakes pro­ 
tect their young by swallowing them. 
It is also possible that snakes 
have 
been seen eating young snakes, 
as 
several species often do, 
and 
that 
this action has been misinterpreted’’

"I lived in Arabia for nearly two 
years ', he said recently. 
"Lord Car- 
navon had 
started 
his 
excavating 
while I ws there. 
Every Arab 
and 
every native of Egypt said he would 
die if he opened the 
tomb. 
Every 
man lias died who has opened a tomb. 
“Of course, the natives said, 
and 
believed, that a devil killed any for- 
eigner who would tamper with 
the 
tombs of the royal leaders. 
But 
I 
believe Lord Carnavon met his death 
from poison gas, sealed up in 
that 
tomb many thousands of years ago". 
Civilisation was at a higr stage in 
those days, which has never been a t­ 
tained since. Many years ago royalty 
took every precaution 
to see 
that 
bodies were saved. 
They had marvel­ 
ous secret processes of preserving the 
dead, and the Colonel believes it most 
probable that 
they filled the tombs 
with poison gas before sealing them, 
that the bodies might always rest in 
peace. 
"I had left

most Arabians to but one. 
The Eastern women of Mesopota­ 
mia, Turkey and Arabia are satisfied

an abused by her husband because he 
allows other men to see her face and 
even takes her to places where other 
men can talk to her.

EUROPEAN ECONOMY 
IMPRESSES THOMPSON 


Quincy, 
111., 
October 
4.—Sam 
Thompson, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, who 
has 
just returned from Europe, 
carried 
out his promise that he would make 
his first talk on the subject of "Ag­ 
ricultural Europe" 
before 
a 
home 
audience, when he spoke here Sunday 
evening at a special meeting of 
the 
Vermont Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church under the auspices of 
the 
Men’s League. 
"I was much impressed with 
the 
extent of the difference 
between ag­ 
ricultural conditions in Europe 
and 
those in the United States", Thomp­ 
son said. 
"Much plowing abroad, for 
instance, is still being done with the 
oxen. 
I was also impressed with the 
different manner in which the Euro­ 
pean farmer garners his grain. There 
is absolutely no waste. 
Some farm 
machinery is modem, but most of it 
is very much out of date. 
Almost all 
cutting of the grain is with the 
old- 
fashioned scythe. 
After 
the scythe 
has rounded the fie ld, old women and 
children follow, 
picking 
up 
every 
stray head of grain and saving it. 
"The threshing is done differently. 
The bundles go into the machine side­ 
ways instead of head-fitst. The straw 
is cut from the heads and is thus not 
torn to pieces, but is hound in bun­ 
dles and ricked. 
The chaff is saved 
in large receptacles. 
The grain 
is 
saved in other receptacles. 
During 
the winter the straw is cut up 
into 
fine pieces and is then placed 
with 
the chaff and is all mixed with molas- 
es to be fed to the stock. 
"The farming industry is 
carried 
>n in Europe with much cheaper la­ 
bor than in America. 
The bulk 
of 
the harder farm w<»rk there is being 
lone by women. 
At one place I saw- 
two women hitched to a drill, while 
i man follow-ed along merely guiding 
it. 
Even the few skilled farm 
la­ 
borers employed receive 
only 
what 
would amount to about $22 per month 
in American money, whereas ordinary 
farm hands in the United States re­ 
ceive from $30 to $00 a month 
and 
from $3 to $5 per day during the har­ 
vest season. 
"Transportation 
is 
much cheaper 
in Europe and 
the 
farmer’s 
grain 
for the most part, is carried to mar­ 
ket on barges on the canals. 
Co-op­ 
erative marketing, only well begun in 
America, is common in Europe, and 
more than 80 per cent of the farm­ 
ers’ crops are marketed by the 
co­ 
operative organizations which are, in 
-.ome instances, hacked by their gov­ 
ernments. 
"Pasturing is without 
waste 
in 
Europe. 
In Denmark 
the 
pastures 
are not fenced but the cows are teth­ 
ered out night and day, and 
move«! 
systematically across the pasture us 
they clean 
up 
one part. 
Dry feed 
and water are carried to them. 
They 
are milked in the pasture and 
the 
milk carried to the house. 
"In the British Isles, pasturing 
is 
peculiar, in that the cattle are first 
grazed over the field systematically, 
then horses and finally sheep follow 
in order. 
What the cattle can’t nip, 
the horses get and if any is left the 
sheep get it. 
"Building in Europe is done 
for 
the future and never for emergency 
Hence it i* not common to see hous­ 
es 300 years old, but still in a goo«l 
tate of preservation and to see stone 
fences hundreds of miles long 
and 
hundreds of long 
and 
hundreds 
of 
years old. 
A residence that would 
cost $10,000 here in America can be 
built in Europe for $3500. 
‘Europe is not only having 
such a 
wet harvest that America under sim 
liar circumstances would save but lit­ 
tle of the grain, but is also extreme­ 
ly wet 
otherwise—light 
wine 
and 
beer being very plentiful and 
but 
little drinking water to be found fit 
for 
consumption.

one treads the streets of this charm­ 
ing little city history lives again 
in 
quaint reminders of 
stirrng 
days, 
and the heroes and sages of the first 
century of our natonal history seem 
to move again in the locality

able imprints. 
Fredericksburg gave us Washing­ 
ton, the head 
of the 
Revolutionary 
army, and the first President of the 
United States. 
Fredericksburg was the home

Seven

Mary, the mother of Washington, 
lived and died, and is buried, in Fred­ 
ericksburg. 
Lafayette and his staff 
visited her there after the surrender 
ut Yorktown, not far away. 
The father of 
Washington 
lived 
and died across the river from Fred­ 
ericksburg, and is buried near there. 
Betty, the only sister of Washing­ 
ton, lived for 
years 
in 
Fredericks­ 
burg. 
George Washington became a mem- 
l»er of the Masonic lodge in Freder­ 
icksburg. 
Fredericksburg was the home 
of 
many other men who achieved nation­ 
al and even 
world-wide 
reputation, 
including 
Admiral 
Maury, 
whose 
work in the United States navy laid 
the 
fourxiation 
for 
the 
adequate 
charting of the seas 
of 
the 
New 
World. 
John Marshall was horn, and Abra­ 
ham Lincoln’s ancestors lived, within 
easy walking distance of Fredericks­ 
burg; the names of Henry Clay 
and 
Robert E. Lee were identified

In the Civil War more soldiers were 
killed in and around 
Fredericksburg 
than in any similar area in the world 
up to the time 
of the World War. 
Thousands of Union and Confederate 
soldiers fell immediately within and 
about the city. 
Spottsylvania Court 
House, the Wilderness and Appomat­ 
tox are only a few miles distant. 
Fredericksburg is fifty miles south 
of Washington, on the main highway 
to Richmond. 
It ought to be visited 
by every person who comes to 
the 
national capital.

one can really 
say that he has seen historic America 
union.* he has been lo Fredericksburg. 
The thing that grips 
and 
thrills 
one more than anything else in Fred­ 
ericksburg is the modest old home of 
Washington’s mother. 
It was in this 
home that he bade her farewell when 
he became I*residcnt of the republic.

The 
kitchen, with its great fireplace and 
various utensils, are the same today

time. 
Representative 
R. Walton

of Virginia, in speaking of Washing­ 
ton’s sister anti mother and their con­ 
nection 
with 
Fredericksburg, 
has 
w'riten as follows: 
"Betty Washington was the 
only 
sister of the foremost of 
men, 
the 
man to whom the sentiment express­ 
ed in the lines of Shelley forever ap 
plies:

“Their lives were nearly coincident. 
Washington was born the 22d day of 
February, 1732, and died the 14th day 
of December, 1799.
